More than 2400 members of the
Fathers' Assoclation of Frankford nt-

tended a meeting last night markiog the
tenth anniversary of that organization.

The meeting wanes held In the Frank-
ford High Behool gymnasium, and high
pralse was bestowed on the fathers by
educational lenders for thelr great worlk
in the Frankford schools,

John J. Tigert, United States Com-

minsioner of Kdueation, and Dr. Ed-
win €. Broome, Buperintendent of
Hehools, were honor guests, I'tlor to

the celebration proper n dinner was
given at the school for the guests and
the Geoeral Committee,

“The most important problem that
confronta the school today," declared
'r. Broome, *“‘ls that of finnnce, Gen-
erally, the people want the best possible
educntion for their children, On the
other hand, the cry ‘keep the taxes
down' Is nlways welcome (o thelr enrs
and jn an effoctive campalgn wlogan.'

“We have been getting education at
a bigger bargain than almost any fo
of publie service. One reason why the
cont of public education has seeined
euch o direct burden on the taxpayer
in because schools have hitherto heen
finnnced very largely from locnl taxes,
We arc only beginning to adopt the
poliey which has been previlent so long
In Europe of applying State funds from
taxes and other Ntate-owned mources to
the malntenance of publie edueation,
and our Federal Government has done

ﬂnunllg nothing toward the financing
of publle wschools throughout the
country.

Had to Contend With Councils

“For many years the Board of Fdu-
eation had to contend with Counells for
mifficient funds to run the schools.
With what success bistorians can state
hetter than 1. When the Board of
Fdueation naequired the independent
taxing power, I am told that the lmi-
tntion on that power wan such that It
did not for many years raise sufficlent
funds for the adequate support of the
public schools, Now for the first time,
by virtue of recently enncted leginla-
tion, the Bomrd of Kducation has un
opportunity of ralsing sufficlent funds
to conduct the schools properly and to
bulld n sufficient number of schools to
house tho children as they should be
housed,

“I am very happy to say that enr
Board of Fducation has taken advan-
tage of this upgmrtunity and is deter-
